‘It is estimated by members of the 
house naval affairs committee that 
about $200,000,000 will be saved by ju- 
dicious decreases next year, and in 
keeping with the sentiment for saving 


men. 

It is impossible to estimate what sav- 
ing will be effected upon stopping the 
building program. This may be greater 
than originally worked out by the ex- 
perts, due to the possibility that the 
ships to be scrapped under the Hughes 
proposal may be diverted to peaceful 
purposes, converted into merchant lin- 
ers, or sold at good prices for scrap 
iron. 

Huge Saving Is Planned. | 

But, apart from the salvage on the 
ships almost completed and under con- 
struction, careful estimates prepared 
by the house naval affairs committee 
show that at least $200,0€0,000 can be 
pared off the naval bill next year. 

This does not mean, however, that 
there will be a net saving of that 
amount, as congress must make some 
provision for the officers and men 
thrown out of the navy when the naval 
strength is fixed at eighteen capital 
ships. 

Congress faces the greatest responsti- 
bility, said a member of the naval af- 
fairs committee, in doing justice to 


| the fighting force, who will be thrown 


out of their profession and life work 
by the scrapping of the navy. Men 
who have given their entire lives to 
the navy must be retired when the 
naval agreement becomes operative. 

This means that the present officers 
of 7,000 odd and 100,000 enlisted men 
must be reduced approximately one- 
half and, furthermore, that the pres- 
ent cadets at Annapolis, 2,340, may ve 
thrown into civil life when they com- 
plete their course at the naval acad- 
emy. 

New Navy Requirements. 

It has been figured out roughly that 
thee reduced navy will require 3,270 
officers, as against the 7,000 as rt 
present constituted. The 218 captains 
will be reduced to ninety-eight and the 
sixty-seven rear admirals to twenty- 
seven, while the enlisted men will be 
cut to 52,000 or 55,000 men. 

The government does not intend, 
leading house members say, to dis- 
miss these officers and men without 
making adequate provision for their 
welfare. It is recognized that this 
could be done if any such ruthlesnese 
were required. 

Those who have studied the subject 
say that the men will be retired on 
half pay, starting with the oldest who 
are approaching retirement age, and 
that those who are not at retirement 
age who must be retired in accordance 
with the reduction program, will be 
given half pay and perhaps asked to 
do technical work for the government, 
either in the navy or where their 
services will be useful. F 

Probable Fate of Academy. 

As to the disposition of the classes 
at the Naval academy, it is believed 
that congress will proceed to pass a 
law reducing the number to be admit- 
ted each year and make provision for 
the education of the present enroll- 
ment. That very few, if any, of those 
now in the academy will be needed 
for the service is apparent. 

It is the desire of members of con- 
gress that the classes shall be educated 
and turned into civil life with the obift 
gation that they shall be subject to 
call if needed. The academy in the 
future will be a smal! institution, with 
not more than 1,000 cadets. 

The savings next year will come 
from reduced pay, reduced rations, 
transportation, totaling approximately 
$2060,000,000. Just how much of this 
can be actually saved in the next fiscal 
year depends upon how well congress 
provides for the men who must be re- 
tired. 

Nothing will be done along this line, 
either on the naval or the army bill, 
until early in February, by which time 
it is believed the conference’s action 
will have been a settled thing.

On Jan. 8 of this year, Miller was 
recaptured at the home of his sister, 
Mrs. George. Fitzsimmon, 3437 Law- 
rence avenue.

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TOKUGAWA SAYS 
MILIT ARISM IS 
RELIC IN JAPAN 


Speech at Capital. 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 11.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Declaring that Japanese “ mill- 
tarism” is a thing of the past, and 
praising the injection of. American 


idealism into international affairs, 
Prince Iyesato Tokugawa of the Japa- 
nese conference delegation, delivered a 
remarkable speech this afternoon at a 
“ good will” service held at the Church 
of the Covenant, under the auspices 
of the Federal Council of Churches. 

Prince Tokugawa described the task 
of the Washington conference as reli- 
gious, told of the development of Chris- 
tianity in Japan and then stirred his 
audience with a declaration that the 
spirit of Japan had changed with the 
advancement of the world and looked 
confidently toward the future, in the 
belief that international understand- 
ing would prevail. 

Japan,’ said the prince, “ has come 
to the conference intending to offer 
upon the altar.of international peace 
and 
charity without jeopardizing her safety 
of existence.” 


Tells of Rise of Militarism. 


There had been much heard about 
militarism in Japan, Prince Tokugawa 
asserted, but the history of Japan’s for- 
eign intercourse had to be really und+r- 
stood in order to “appreciate the cir- 
cumstances which gave birth to what 


“ Then,” he continued, “ you will know 
how to sympathize with Japan instead 
of assuming a critical attitude toward 
her.”’ 

Prince Tokugawa, reviewing the re- 
lations of Japan with the outside world, 
declared that when Japan first looked 
out of the windows opened as she be- 


She saw most of the Asiatic coun- 
tries placing themselves under the for- 
eign yoke, he said, and her immediate 
neighbor, China, shorn of her outlying 
territories, even at a time when China 
still. was regarded as a sleeping giant 
infinitely more powerful than Japan. 


Fear of “ West” Grew. 


Japan's fear of the west, added the 
prince, became more intense when the 
very western powers which had com- 
pelled Japan to “ give up what she had 
rightfully secured from China,” after 
the Sino-Japanese war began to slice 
up large sections of China for them- 
selves. 

“Contfronted by formidable hostile 
nations, one after another,” he con- 
tinued, “ Japan’s energies were devoted 
to the perfection of a military estab- 
lishment. This is the history—the past 
history—of what you might term Japa. 
nese militarism. 

“But times have changed and the 
world is advancing. The policy of ag- 
gression and military rivalry is gone.’

Japanese diplomats have prophesied 
for several days that the Shantung 
question would be settled. It could

Nippon Is Growing Stronger. 


Japan did not have to yield. She is 
becoming stronger every day and has 
rights which are recognized in inter- 
national law.

She has chosen this way because it 

seemed the wisest way and she needs 
to hold China as a friend rather than 
an enemy. And Chinese bankers have 
offered to buy back the road. Ag a 
result, Chinese headquarters today 
was permeated by optimism. 
One more great thing is asked by 
China and that is the abrogation of the 
treaties embodied in the twenty-one 
demands. Japan, yielding in Shan- 
tung, is not likely to yield in the mat- 
ter of extensions of Port Arthur and 
Manchurian railroad leases. But it is 
another year before the old and recog- 
nized leases expire and in that time 
China hopes to have a world opinion 
behind her that will make it unprofit- 
able for Japan to continue in her ex- 
ploitation of Manchuria.

Got Keys After Turks 
Fled in the Night. 


New York, Dec. 11.—The story of 
the great Palestine egg hunt was told 
by Maj. Vivian Gilbert of London, in 
an address at the Brooklyn Y. M. C. A. 
tonight. 
. Maj. Gilbert was a member of the 
Allenby expedition which fought its 
way into Palestine in 1917. 

“On the morning of Dec. 9, 1917,”

Treaty This Week.

DUBLIN, Dec. 11.—It was a day of 
rest today for Irish politicians who 
are preparing for a strenuous week of 
struggle, culminating in a meeting of 
Dail Eireann beginning on Wednes- 


day whén the Anglo-Irish treaty will | 


be ratified by an overwhelming ma- 
jority. 

Arthur Griffith and Michael Collins 
now have received assurances of sup- 
port from eighty members of Dail 
whose total membership is 120. It is 
regarded as fairly certain that twenty 
will vote with Eamon de Valera for 
rejection, leaving twenty doubtful. 

Mr. de Valera spent yesterday at 
his home at Blackrock, and Mr. Col- 
lins was at Clontarf, both preparing 
speeches for Wednesday's meeting. 
Mr. Collins, always energetic, is re- 
ported visiting the country whipping 
in line a few waverers. | 

Churches Give Thanks. 

- The whole force of the Irish Catho- 
lic church now is behind a settlement 
and at almost every altar today the 
priests gave thanks for the prospect 
of permanent peace. Cardinal Logue, 
venerable head of the churches, came 
out with a public statement condemn- 
ing Mr. de Valera for unfairness in 
attacking the treaty publicly before 
the meeting of Dail. He has called a 
meeting of Irish archbishops and bish- 
ops for next Tuesday for the purpose 
of indorsing ratification of the treaty. 
Nearly all the bishops already have ex- 
pressed publicly their desire for ratifi- 
cation. 

Among the people it is increasingly 
hard to find any anti-treaty sentiment. 
A few supporters of Mr. de Valera de- 
clare it is a tactical move on his part, 
and he will agree to ratify. But it is 
hard to see on what this opinion is 
based. 

All Dublin Talks Peace. 


In Dublin streets, theaters and shops 
every rd heard is in favor of peace. 
In the theater last night I heard the 
comedians mention the Irish Free 
State and they were enthusiastically 
cheered. A pavement artist who had 
drawn portraits of all the leaders in 
chalk on the sidewalks captioned 
‘“‘Peace forever more,” drew a shower 
of pennies. There is little apparent 
excitement, but quiet confidence every- 
where that the end of the fighting has 
come. 

Ulster Still Bitter. 


BELFAST, Dec. 11.—[By the Asso-

Not that it would not be desirable to 
make its use impossible, although it is perhaps no 
more inhumane than shell fire or disembowelment 
with that primitive tool, the bayonet. If we could 
make war painless we need no longer trouble to 
‘abolish ft, for it would abolish itself,

LONDON, Dee. 11.—The Earl of 
Halsbury, who was lord high chancel- 
lor from 1895 to 1905 in Lord Salis- 
bury’s and A. J. Balfour’s ministries, 
died here this morning. e 


The first earl of Halsbury ( Har- 
dinge Stanley Giffard) was born in 
1825. He was president of the Royal 
Society of Literature and senior grand 
warden of English Freemasons. He 
held the post of solicitor general in 
1873-80 and was high steward of Ox- 
ford university. 

In the house of lords Lord Hals- 
bury criticized the government for the 
Irish situation, and was one of those 
who signed a manifesto in 1916 oppos- 
ing negotiations to settle the Irish 
question.

Photographer, Is Dead
